NO MONEY IN BUGAB. 


Tba Hawaiian Company Palls Bhort 


of Kuodi, 


SAN FRAHCIHCO, November 15.-The an- 


unal meeting of the stockholders of the 
Hawaiian Consolidation Saiar company 
waB held here today. John D. Spreck- 
els, president, made a report, in which 
ie stated that the yield of sugar iu tbe 
Hawaiian islands during the past year 
had been reduced, owing to drought, to 
lees than 6000 tons, and that owing to 
the tariff on sugar a low range of prices 
had prevailed, tbe average being $53 net 
per ton, as against an average of $70 the 
preceding year. 


The loss of income daring the past 


year was not Ics» than $280,000, and tbe 
payment of dividends bad not-only been 
impossible, but the company had been 
obliged to borrow $300.000 to enable 
them to cany on the work of sowing the 
growing crops. There remains a balance 
of $1GO,OJO ot tlie loan in the treasury, 
but it all wilt Le exhausted in harvest- 
ing the crop. 
Tne crop of 1893, according to the 


atent repurt, ia alreidy reduced by .1000 
tons owing to the drought. The bond- 
holders, he stated, would servo notice of 
a foreclosure, and as he could gee no way 
of moating their demands and putting 
the company on a firm basis for tbe fu- 
ture, he could only recominftnd a surren- 
der to them of the company's property.

The statistics of horticuit- 
oro in California ehow a sufficient pres- 
ent plaDtine; of citrus fruits iu two or 
threw couoties to load 20,000 cars with 
those fruita a few years hence. Or, if 
we p.ut it in another way,(it means 
supply of 200 carloads dailj of these gol- j 
den fruits during their season. And In 
the faca of all this the hopeful planters 
of those orchards think that there Will 
not be enough to Bnpply the homo and 
casern markets. A single planta'r of 
almonds has enough orchards planted to 
supply the piesent consumption of this 
nut in [the United States when they 
shall have come into hearing. The rai- 
sin growers of ttiia state have already 
produce'! each bountiful quantities of 
such satisfactory fruits that the importa- 
tions from foreign countries are said to 
be rapidly falling off, and it is said that 
from a single rail way station in California 
laqt year 1000 carloads of raisins were 
shipped.

have not stopped heie, but have taken 
another step-in advance. They have not 
only challenged the importation of for- 
eign irmta to this country, bat they have 
begun to occupy the markets nf Europe 
with their own tenderest orchard prod- 
ucts. They have fluqCeseinlly laid down 
their own peaches and pears iu Liver- 
pool and London, and that, too, in 50-ton 
lots.

brick compartment in the heating cham- 
ber of tt-e furnace. The upper surface of 
the plate is then covered with powdered 
carbonaceous material, tightly packed, 
aud over it is a layer of sand covered 
with firebricks. Tbe furnace ia then 
lighted and raised to a temperature But- 
ficiftnt to melt cast iron, and this heat is 
maintained for a greater or leee period, 
according to tho amount of carbonizing 
to be effected. 
About five days are said 


to be necessary to carbonize a plate ten 
and one-half inches thicK. It is aims:

In 1SS3 the Queensland government 


did formally annex their huge neighbor, 
bat this act was fiabfiequentlr repudiated 
by the home government.

The official ceremony took place in 


November S, 1SS4, at Port Moreaby.
